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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-27 and 29-33 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Amendment

2. Applicants' Amendment and Response, filed October 29, 2007, has been reviewed by the 
Examiner and entered of record in the file. Accordingly, claims 1-4 and 6-27 have been 
amended, claims 5 and 28 have been cancelled, and new claims 29-33 have been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

3. (a) Claims 22-27 previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph as being 
improper product-use claims. 

(b) Claims 22-27 also previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
failing to set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. 
In view of Applicants' amendments to the claims in which "Use of was deleted from each claim, 
and the claims are now drafted in terms of methods of treating, the Examiner withdraws the 
rejections to the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. Claims 22-27 were also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process. In view of Applicants* amendments to delete "use of from the claims, the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. After a thorough search, claims 1-4, 6-27 and 29-33, in amended form, now appear 
allowable over the prior art. 
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Reasons for Allowance 
6. Claims 1-4, 6-27 and 29-33 are allowable, as newly renumbered claims 1-31.

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel substituted benzothiophene derivatives, their 
pharmaceutical compositions, and their methods of use. Certain benzothiophene 3 compounds are

known in the art, however the aspect of preparing the instant claimed compounds with 
hypoglycaeimiant activity, for treating diseases associated with insulin resistance, is novel and 
unobvious. The instant compounds were tested for their effect on insulin secretion and the 
results demonstrate the compounds' efficacy in reducing glycaemia in diabetic animals, which 
makes them useful for treating diseases such as diabetes, diabetic complications, dyslipidemia, 
etc. After a thorough search, the closest of prior art, WO 99/585 19 Al Malamas et al. was found 
to teach similar benzothiophene derivatives that inhibit PTPases. However the 'WO document 
fails to teach or render obvious the instant claimed compounds according to formula (I), and does 
not fairly suggest methods of using the instant claimed compounds for treating diabetes or 
insulin resistance disorders.
